LONDCN, March 6 (AP)—Brit- 
ain today ordered the cargoes of 
eight Italian ships—deciared to be 
coal from Germany—held as prizes 
in her tightening campaign to halt 
all sea-borne exports from - Ger- 
many. 

Nine Italian ships had been 
herded into the contraband control 
station at The Downs, but the 
ninth ship was released by the 
enemy exports committee. 


BUCHAREST, March 6 (AP).— 
Great Britain has demanded full 
equality with Germany in sharing 


Rumanian exports, including oil, a 
high authority asserted today. 

The British demand, which is 
said to have sent Rumanian Min- 
ister Viorel Tilea hurrying back 
here from London, is believed in 
diplomatic quarters to have been 
prompted by the Allies’ resolve to 
cut deeply into Nazi sources of sup- 
ply in this country. 

These quarters see Rumania as 
being pushed closer to an inevitable 
choice between Germany and the 
Allies, as experts say it would be 
impossible for Rumania to furnish 
the Nazis 1,600,000 tons of oil con- 


tracted for in 1940 and an equal 
quantity to Britain. 

Less than 4,000,000 tons of oil 
will be available for export this 
year, according to experts, leaving 
only 800,000 tons if British claims 
are met along with _Gefmany’s. 
That would mean Rumania’s trade 
with the Balkans, Italy and many 
other countries—based on the ex- 
change of Rumanian oil for foreign 
products—would be virtually. wiped 
out. 

German pressure for more Ru 
manian goods also was said to be 
increasing, with a demand that Ru- 
mania ‘ship its -entire 1940 wool 
crop to Germany. Rumanian ac- 
ceptance of this demand would 


wreck the native yarn industry.

The Judge said considerable dis- 
cretion must be vested in the trial 
courts as to the accuracy of the 
pictures. 

In reversing the judgment, Judge 
Clark said that if the -excessive 
verdict of $100,000 were the. only 
error, the court would order a re- 
mittitur of part of the amount, but 
the other trial errors cited ‘made it 
imperative to remand the case for 
another trial.

BERLIN, March 6 (AP).-— Gen- 
eral stiffening of Germany's treat- 
ment of neutral shipping was fore- 
shadowed today in an _ official 
statement referring to foreign 
press assertions that German fly- 
ers were sinking neutral merchant- 
men without warning. 

According to the statement, Ger- 
man flyers cannot discern from the 
air whether neutral vessels are be- 
ing voluntarily convoyed or forci- 
bly taken to British control sta- 
tions for search. The: mere fact 
of the convoy, the statement as- 
serts, is sufficient for Germans to 
deal with such neutral vessels as 
hostile. 

The German Government, there- 
fore, makes the enemy “exclusive- 
ly responsible” for Germany's hav- 
ing to regard such vessels as aid- 
ing and supporting the enemy. 

The official release further states 
that the German air force does 


not shoot at officers, crews or pas- 
sengers on neutral vessels without 
cause, 

The air force has orders to fire 
one shot across the bow of the 
ship, asking it either to stop, show 
its flag or make for a given port. 

If the ship declines to heed ‘such 
requests, under international law— 
according to the German view— 
German airmen.are entitled to take 
such measures as deemed neces- 
sary to enforce its orders. 

Specifically referring to the sink- 
ing of Netherlands ships, author- 
ized German sources said these 
vessels were all in convoys and 
when ordered to display lights tried 
to escape by blacking out. 

These sources emphasized that 
Germany completely indorses 
Italy’s stand regarding coal ship- 
ments, but declined to say what

Maki, Finnish Star, Easily — 
- Wins First Race in U. S. 


SAN FRANCISCO, March 6 (AP),—Taisto Maki, who exchanged 
a soldier's rifle for an athlete's spike to help build up the depleted 
finances of his native Finland, apparently is mot far off the form that 
enabled him to crack running records right and left less than a year 


ago. 

The mud of Finnish trenches, 
heavy boots and war ordeals are 
still fresh memories, yet without 
much training the 141-pound speed- 
ster stepped out here last night to 
easily win a three-mile race. He 
was timed in 14 minutes, 15.3 sec- 
onds, without beirig pressed to 
make it. 

The listed American indoor rec- 
ord of 13:56.2 was set in New York 
Feb. 24, 1925, by Willie Ritola, one 
of Maki’s countrymen, but Notre 
Dame’s Gregory Rice lowered it to 
13:55.9 in the recent National 
championships. Maki is unofficial- 
ly credited with running the fast- 
est outdoor three miles ever re- 
corded when he went the distance 
in 13:424 in Finland last June. 

Accompanied by Paavo Nurmi, 
his countryman and world’s great- 
est distance runner of the early 
°20’s, Maki made his first appear- 
ance in this country in what will 
be a series of performances dedicat- 
ed to the benefit of the Finnish re- 
lief fund. Nurmi, now 43 years 
old and partly bald, ran an exhibi- 
tion half mile. 

The two endurance stars were 
given tremendous individual ova- 
tions as they raced around the in- 
door track in civic audtorium. Some 
2500 fans turned out, and the re- 
ceipts were expected to total ap- 
proximately $1500. 

The pair reached this country 


only recently, both having been re- 


called from the war front, where 
Nurmi was serving as a Sergeant, 
and Maki as a buck private. Ma- 
ki’s initial effort, although consid- 
erable slower than both the indoor 
and outdoor world’s records, fre- 
vealed that he is in excellent condi- 
tion and that with a few races un- 
der his belt, he will be as invinci- 
ble as he was in 1939. 

He raeed through the 36 laps 
at various speeds, setting his pace 
so as to not run completely away 
from the field of local competitors. 

Ted Vollmer of the University of 
California and Robert Madrid of 
Fresno State College were second 
and third respectively. Hach was 
lapped once by Maki. 

Maki’s next appearance will be 
in Chicago where the Finn will run 
on the dirt track in the University 
of Chicago Field House, March 15. 

The balance of his itinerary fol- 
lows: 

March 18—Kansas City; March 
23, Ann Arbor, Mich.; March 29, 
Cleveland; March 30, New York 
City; April 6, Buffalo; April 14, 
Philadelphia; April 21, New Or- 
leans, May 11, Los Angeles. 

Tentative dates now include: 
April 3, Boston; April 17, Birming- 
ham, Ala.; April 28, Dallas, Tex., 
and May 5, Houston. 

Maki, Nurmi and their contact 
man, Naylor Stone, will leave 
here Friday night by airplane for 
Chicago.

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TEACHING COLLEGE 
CHANGE APPROVED 


Committee Favors Demot- 
ing Chairman Reiss and 
Dropping of : Several on 
Payroll. 


Demotion of David Reiss from 
chairman of the directing commit- 
tees of Harris and Stowe Teachers’ 
and Junior Colleges to a language- 


teaching position at Soldan High 
School was approved last night. by 
the Board of Education Instruc- 
tion Committee, 

The change, recommended by 
Acting Superintendent of Instruc- 
tion George L. Hawkins and sub- 
ject to approval by the full board 
next Tuesday, is the first. step to- 
ward eliminating friction between 
administrators, teachers an d 
students at Harris, a condition 
which has hanipered the colleges 
for years, 

Hawkins also recommended 
that Harris Teachers’ and Junior 
Colleges and Wyman Elementary 
School be :placed under control of 
one principal and assistant prin- 
cipal. Wyman School is fused as a 
teaching laboratory by Harris 
students. That change will be ef- 
fective in September, 

Cutting the Cost. 
Hawkins said the principal of the 
combined Harris-Wyman unit 
would receive $6000 a year and 
his assistant $2800 or $2900. At 
present C. G. Vannest, principal 
of Harris, receives $7000 a year for 
10 months’ work, making him the 
second highest paid mafi in the 
Instruction Department. Reiss re- 
ceived $4300 a year and W. N. Sell- 
man, principal of Wyman, receives 
$5150 a year. 

The transfer of Reiss to a teach- 
ing job will carry with it a re- 
duction of pay of $500 a year. As 
supervisor of special educational 
projects, he was paid on a 12 
month basis, although actually 
working only 10 months, Hawkins 
said. Reiss will begin teaching at 
Soldan next Wednesday. 
In the Harris Teachers’ College 
reorganization, Hawkins said, Van- 
nest would continue as principal 
for the rest of the year and would 
serve on a new administrative com- 
mittee which will begin functioning 
there next Wednesday. 

Favors Halting Research, 
The Instruction Committee ap- 
proved the termination of the serv- 
ices of Dr. Harold Reames, who 
was doing research dork in virus 
diseases at the Washington Univer- 
sity School of Medicine.

This, he 
said, would do away with the pres- 
ent unsatisfactory system in which 
two sets of experts, hired by oppos- 
ing litigants, express diametrically 
opposed opinions. Too often now, 
he said, the jury was inclined to 
believe the expert who presented 
the best appearance and talked 
most fluently. 


Another suggestion was for legis- 
lation designed to overcome a 
trend toward judicial extension of 
the constitutional exclusion of tes- 
timony which might be self-incrim- 
inating to cover physical examina- 
tion of persons accused of crime. 
Fingerprint evidence was virtually 
the only kind of such physical evi- 
dence now generally admissible, he 
said. 

As examples, Dr. Moritz cited ex- 
clusion of comparisons of hairs 
found clutched in the hand of a 
murdered man with hairs of the 
man acucsed of the killing, and of 
blood stains on the clothing of an 
accused defendant with the blood 
of a murdered man. 


Dr. Moritz, placed in charge of 
the Harvard department of legal 
medicine when it was established 
in September, 1937, returned last 
fall from Europe after nearly two 
years of study in countries where 
most medical schools have depart- 
ments of legal medicine. He is med- 
ical-legal consultant to the Massa- 
chusetts State police.

ETWEEN 44 and SO Russian 
bombers in three, successive 
squadrons showered scores of 
900-pound bombs’ on a town in 
Southern-Central Finland yester- 
day, within the space of one hour. 
They concentrated their attack on 
s large military hospital which was 
flying a Red Cross flag about 15 
feet square. About 20 persons in 
the hospital were killed, including 
several nurses, and also nearly 30 
civilians, most of whom had taken 
refuge in a nearby shelter. More 
thay 40 persons are also reported 
to have been injured. 

The only section of the town 
which was punished by the bombs 
was a small area about three 
blocks square in the vicinity of the 
hospital. This fact, plus the 

ther fact that the Red bombers 
came in three consecutive waves 
only 15 minutes apart, convinced 
observers that the Soviets had de- 
termined to wipe out the hospital 
and had no other main objective. 
The hospital, a large structure of 
five stories, was seriously damaged. 

By coincidence, the Russian raid 
occurred at the very moment when 
a party of one Swedish and two | 
British journalists and one Ameri- 
can photographer reached the town 
en route to the Eastern front. 
onsequently, they were eyewit- 
Brccs to the destruction and loss 
of life caused by the raid in a 
town of 10,000 population, which is 
about 140 miles north of Helsinki. 


Photographer’s Story. 

Samual Schulman, New York 
photographer and representative 
here for the International News 
Service, was a member of this 
party. On his return to Helsinki 
at midnight, he told how the party 
had taken refuge in a granite air 
raid shelter when the warning 
came that nearly 60 planes were 
approaching, and what happened 
during the raids. 

“The Russians came in three dif- 
ferent squadrons’ of 12, 14 and 18 
bombers,” Schulman said. “When 
the bombs exploded we could feel 

swish of air in our shelter and 

e] the pressure on our ears. We 
could hardly hear for two hours 
afterwards. When we went out 
after the raids, we saw the wound 


ed lying on the streets where they 


had been carried out of, the ruins. 
The Finns handled everything won- 
derfully—everything was well or- 
ganized and calm in spite of the 
hell the town had been through. 

“The wounded were all waiting 
for the ambulances. Most of the 
injured were women—I didn’t see 
any weeping. I saw one woman 
being carried out, and I took her 
picture. Apparently she had a 
broken back. I saw her bite her 
lip.clear through, but she never 
made a sound. 


Wounded Nurse. 


“Then there was a hospital 
nurse. She was busy helping the 
others, but her face was covered 
with blood—I saw the wounds—I 
got a picture of the deep cuts on 
her face. Just the same, she was 
helping the others. I understand 
there was an operation going on 
in the hospital when the raids came 
and they finished the operation on 
an injured soldier just as if noth- 
ing was happening. You'll have to 
check on that, but that’s what I 
was told. 


“Between the first and second 
raids was about 15 minutes, and 
the;same before the third What 
the Russians do is send the second 
and third squadrons after the dust 
has cleared just to make sure that 
the objective had *not escaped. 

“The damage was all’ concen- 
trated in a small district within 
three blocks in spite of the three 
separate raids. It seemed that it 
was a deliberate objective to get 
that hospital—the only other im- 
portant place they hit was a direct 
hit on an air shelter nearby. The 
Russians could not possibly have 
had any doubts about the nature 
of hospital building. It was fly- 
ing a big Red Cross flag—and I 
got a picture of that, too.” 

This raid came only four days 
after the Finnish authorities an- 
nounced to correspondents that 
they could not reveal the location 
of hospitals because the Soviets 
had bombed so many hospitals that 
it could no longer be doubted that 
the enemy was attacking them de- 
liberately. In this case the Rus- 
sians attacked when foreign wit- 
nesses were on the spot. It is 
stated that about 15 hits were made 
on the hospital. In the loss of 
life and systematic destruction, this 
is one of the worst air raids that 
Finland has suffered.

Dry Rot in the Teaching Profession. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
L AST Sunday one of your correspond- | 

ents wrote that courses in education | 
are “among the dullest and most plati-| 
tudinous of the whole university offer- | 
ing. Although conducted by experts in| 
the art of teaching, courses in profession- | 
al education are among the most poorly 
taught.” 

Thus, “Mere Professor” has stated 
dispassionately exactly what most of my 
contemporaries in the teaching profes- 
sion find we cannot discuss without emo- 
tion. 

I heartily agree with “Mere Professor” 
that the enduring of 15, 20 or more hours 
of education is enough to smother any 
spark of love of teaching, love of pupils 
and love of learning—the spark without 
which good teaching cannot exist. 

As one who speaks from the inside 
of a professional structure which is fast 
being decayed by the dry rot of educa- 
tional hokum, I plead for a consideration 
of the idea that legal requirements for 
teaching be revised. 

It seems to me that there are only 
three essentials for a teacher: a thorough 
knowledge of and enthusiasm for his 
subject; an eager interest in his pupils; 
constant reading, observation, reflection 
and contact with realities, including peo- 
ple. 

Courses in pedagogy are valuable, cer- 
tainly, but they are of secondary im- 
portance. In the long run, such a re- 
vision could not fail to have a salutary 
effect on the other factor discussed by 
“Mere Professor”’—the quality of educa- 
tional leadership.

In quality, the 
synthetic rubber is somewhat higher; it is cliiimed, 
than natural rubber. 

This is of great strategic importance to the |Jnited 
States. For rubber and tin are the two commidities 
of military significance which’ we would have the 
most trouble in obtaining if war should cloije the 
usual trade routes in the Pacific. In order to make 
us independent of the Far Hastern sources of supply, 
the Government has been toying with the iijlea of 
subsidizing the establishment of rubber planiiations | 
in South America, where the rubber plant is native. 
Now that there seems to be a good chance that sci- 
ence will enable us to produce our own rulber at 
home, that project will probably be shelved. 

But the companion idea of encouraging the de- 
velopment of the tin mines of Bolivia, to make us 
independent of tin imports from the Far East, is 
still worth considering. And as a defense measure, 
the Government might well consider using some of 
the gold it has stored in a hole down in Kentucky 
to lay in reserves of tin, manganese, mercury, tung- 
sten, antimony and the other strategic minerals in 
which the United States is not self-sufficient, 

The gold is doing us no good; in fact, in thi quan- 
tities in which we now hold it, it is a potential mis- 
chief maker. Why not trade a few hundred million 
dollars worth of the cloying stuff for min¢ral re- 
serves which would prove a. great protection in time 
of emergency? |

Census Answers Are Confidential

ORE women will tell the truth about 
MM tneis ages in 1940 than at any other 
time in our history. 

The Census Bureau learned about women 
during the trial census in South Bend, Ind. 
After the first day, the bureau made a 
broadcast from the local radio station. 
Stress was laid on the harm that could be 
done by lying about one’s age. Within an 
hour, six women called in to correct a mis- 
take in answering the census taker. 

They were afraid they had done them- 
selves out of several years’ old-age pensions 
~which can be collected only after. present- 
ing proof of age. That's not easy. Millions 
of Americans lack birth certificates. Social 
Security administrators will accept authen- 
tic entries in old family Bibles, and they 
will take baptismal certificates. With 
neither available, a pension applicant can 
turn to the Bureau of the Census for a cer- 
tificate of age. 

Right now, the bureau turns to the 1900 
or 1920 census for such evidence. If Mrs. 
O’Grady told the 1920 census taker she was 
35 when she was really 45, she may not be 
able to collect in 1940 the pension she badly 
needs, In fact, she may have to wait until 
1950—10 desperate years. 

Of course, most Americans are confident 
they'll never néed a pension. They, too, 
have a practical interest in telling the 
truth. Do you hope to collect an inheri- 
tance? To take public office? To get a 
passport: or civil service appointmefit? Or 
get married? You might need a kind word 
from the bureau to do any one of these 
things if you haven't a birth certificate. 

Just relax. when the census taker comes. 
You can, in fact, unburden yourself with 
the truth about your income and the plumb- 
ing and know it will go no further. Not 
even the State Department code is more 
secret than your census return. There’s a 
law to prevent snooping, a law in force 
since 1870, a law there’s no getting around. 

The Bureau of the Census sed to 
allow G-men, during the nation-wide hunt 
for Dillinger, to see his census returns. The

Their 
peculiar nature has made a true picture 
hard to get. The census taker’s queries 
were framed after long conferences among 
social workers, labor statisticians and 
others. 

Every little thing the census taker asks 
will bring in a flood of information vital to 


‘our knowledge of internal social and eco- 


nomic problems. ; 

‘The quiz itself is the result of months of 
conferences at the bureau—with business, 
labor and agricultural leaders, with trade 
associations, economists and Government 
officials. They worked out the inquiries 
that will be made in 33,000,00 family dwell- 
ings, in 3,000,000 business concerns, in 170,- 
000 manufacturing establishments and on 
7,000,000 farms. 

Out of the almost incomprehensible job 
of taking our census will come the most, 
impressive collection of statistical informa- 
tion in the world. No other country has 
comparable data. 

In almost no other country would the'in- 
formation you give the census taker be held 
as confidential. But the bureau knows that 
secrecy is the only road to accuracy, That's

LARGE section of the St. Louis 

music-loving public assembled 

in the Municipal Auditorium last 
night to witness the professional 
debut of a young man who, up to 
that time, had been content to take 
his music sitting down. The occa- 
sion was the annual pension concert 
given for and by the St. Louis Sym- 
phony Orchestra. 

In previous years, the program 
for this concert has been built up 
around the personality of some im- 
ported star of the concert or oper- 
atic stage, but Oscar Johnson of- 
fered his services free in exchange 
for the opportunity of gratifying an 
ambition that has been gnawing 
at ‘his secret heart of hearts ever 
since he heard his governess play- 
ing the Goldberg variations on 4 
set of water glasses. 

There was some disposition in 
the audience—and among the or- 
chestra as well—to treat this af- 
fair humorously. It is even possible 
that Mr. Johnson himself was tak- 
ing it lightly up to the moment 
that he wrapped his fingers around 
the conductor’s stick. ; 


Batonitis Symptoms. 

But as he stood there face to 
face with 90 members of the A, F. 
of L. who have to play regardless 
of who’s on the podium, something 
came over him. It may have been 
shyness or it may have been the 
effect of that boiled shirt but to the 
experienced eye it had all the ap- 
pearance of a sinister disease 
known as batonitis. 

There is a mention of this dis- 
ease in an old Spanish proverb 
which says: “Who once takes up 
the baton surrenders it only to the 
undertaker.” Those who suffer 
from it have no relief from its rav- 
ages unless they are waving a stick 
in front of a row of men all dressed 
alike. If they can’t get 90 men 
they will take 45. If they can’t get 
45 they will take 20 and if they 
can’t get 20 they will take it out on 
a phonograph record. 

Well, Mr. Johnson has had his 90 
men, and for the moment, possibly, 
he is satisfied. 

What the future will hold no one 

can say. But since it is not part 
of a critic’s function to offer medi- 
cal advice, I shall address myself 
to Mr. Johnson’s performance. 
‘His first number was the “Tri- 
umphal March” from Aida. The 
customary rhythmic verve of the 
orchestra was disturbed a little at 
the outset by the fact that Mr. 
Johnson thought he was conducting 
the scherzo of Beethoven's Seventh 
Symphony. The audience had a 
good laugh at this. But to be strict- 
ly accurate it wasn’t the first time 
a conductor has tried to make 
Verdi sound like Beethoven. In 
any case Mr. Johnson—with the 
aid of Mr. Golschmann who had 
been relegated to the drums—got 
the band started again and turned 
out a performance that Verdi him- 
self must have heard,

The final number on the program 
was an arrangement of the “Wil- 
liam Tell” overture that may have 
started Rossini revolving in his 
grave, but was O K with the audi- 
ence. This reviewer hasn’t heard 
so much innocent laughter in the 
Municipal Auditorium since Casa- 
desus broke a leg off a piano, This 
number was conducted by M’sieur 
Crepuscule d’Ete (French for Max 
Steindel) a scholarly looking aca- 
demician who had put on a wig 
since that was the only way he 
could take down his hair as prom- 
ised in the ads. 

This was a perfectly swell piece, 
even without the stage lightning 
and the popping of the photogra- 
pher’s flash bulbs. It was a grand 
conclusion to a grand show,: and 
everybody went away with a de- 
lighted grin. And for a symphony 
audience that—as Beethoven said 
to Prince Lobkowitz—is certainly 
something.

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$100,000 UNION OFFER 
FOR EMERSON TO STAY 


Sum Would Be Taken From 
Wages—Decision on Movin? 
to Evansville Tomorrow. 


Union workers at the Emerson 
Electric Manufacturing Co. which 
is considering removal to Evans- 
ville, Ind., were to present to the 
company today a proposal that em- 
ployes match inducements offered 
by Evansville by advancing $100,000 
from wages to defray expenses of 
moving to a new factory in the 
St. Louis district. 

The proposal, suggested by offi- 
cers of Local No. 1102, United Elec- 
trical, Radio and Machine Workers 
of America, was adopted by mem- 
bers of the union by a vote of 360 
to 200 at a meeting yesterday after- 
noon at Municipal Auditorium. 
About 1000 of the 1240 members at- 
tended, the company having sus 
pended work for the afternoon at 
the request of the union. 

W. Stuart Symington, president of 
the company, told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter the proposal would be pre- 
sented to*the board of directors of 
the concern at a meeting tomorrow 
afternoon, when a decision on re 
moval is to be made. 


The unron’s proposal would re- 
quire the company to have a new 
factory, said to be needed for the 
manufacture of a new line of mo 
tors, ready for occupancy in St. 
Louis before the end of the year. 
Then, if arrangements were made 
before March 1942, for construction 
of other plants to house the rest of 
the concern’s operations in St. 
Louis, deductions of 5 to 10 per cent 
from the pay of all employes to cre- 
ate a moving fund would begin, It 
is provided that the company would 
obtain the assent of office employes 
and foremen who do not belong to 
the union. 

Advances to the moving fund, it 
is proposed, would be repaid from 
company profits, 15 per cent of an- 
nual profits*to be set aside for 
the purpose after payment of in- 
come taxes and provision for pre- 
ferred stock dividend requirements. 
The annual dividend requirements 
are said to total $61,817. 


Under the proposal, the company 
would agree to have regular em- 
ployes do most of the moving work 
and would be obligated to “use its 
best efforts” to keep its main of- 
fices and the greater part of its 
manufacturing operations in St. 
Louis for 10 years. 

Union officers, who prepared the 
plan after they said they failed in 
efforts to get the aid of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce and business in- 
terests in keeping the company 
here, estimated that 14 months 
would be required to raise the 
$100,000 fund from pay deductions. 
They said union members would 
advance about $66,000 of the 
amount and receive $80,000 in wages 
for work in moving.

MAGNETIC WIRELESS 
INVENTED FOR USE 
IN MINE DISASTERS 


Signals Effective Where Radio 
Waves Fail to Penetrate 
Earth and Rock. 


NEW YORK, March 6 (AP).—A 


new two-way magnetic phone sys- 
tem for use in mine disasters was 
announced yesterday by the Ameri- 
can Television Corporation. 

It converts the human voice into 
electric impulses and _ transmits 
them in the form, of magnetic 
waves and thus enables emergency 
communication between the depths 
of a mine and the surface during 
rescue operations. 

It was developed by research en- 
gineers of Communicating Systems, 
Inc., an A. T. C. subsidiary. 

Samuel M. Saltzman, C. 8. I. pres- 
ident, said the low frequency mag- 
netic system succeeded where radio 
and the telephone 7ere ineffective. 
The high frequencies of radio, he 
said, failed to penetrate great 
depths of earth and rock. 

The magnetic system has a sta- 
tionary transmitter on the surface 
with portable transmitters for each 
underground section running later- 
ally from the main mine shaft. 
Saltzman said the magnetic waves 
traveled effectively any distance 
up to five miles.

Belleville Man Trying to Show 
He Was Suffering From 
Emotional Insanity. 


Defense testimony was resumed 
today in the murder trial in Cir- 
cuit Judge Maurice V. Joyce’ me 
at Belleville of Adolph Bruehl, 44- 
year-old brewery worker, who shot 
and killed his wife and daughter 
last Nov. 6 at their home near 
Belleville. 

Twelve character witnesses testi- 
fied that they had known Bruehl 
as a peaceful and law-abiding citi- 
zen, Ten others, including a Con- 
stable and Justice of the Peace, 
said that he appeared highly nerv- 
ous when arrested after the shoot- 
ing. The defense is attempting to 
show that he was suffering from 
temporary emotional insanity at 
time of the killings. 

Bruehl took the stand yesterday 
as the first witness in his own be- 
half and testified for nearly three 
hours about his early life, his mar- 
riage and the events leading up to 
the shooting, which occurred four 
days after he and his wife had beer 
separated. He said he was unable 
to recall the shooting, or what hap- 
pened immediately afterward, and 
added: “I never at any time intend- 
ed to kill my wife or child. I loved 
them and still do.” 

Shortly after he returned home 
from work on Nov: 6, he testified, 
his wife and daughter appeared at 
the residence.

related; “and said she had left 
me and I didn’t have to leave the 
key. 

“She said she saw a lawyer and 
he told her she could put me out 
of the house in 24 hours.

é¢yF you had to work every day 
‘§and often late at night, and 
you were trying to keep a 
home for a boy of 15 and he kept 
growing worse and worse, what 
would you do? Send him to school 
to stay for the whole time or keep 
on trying to keep him at home?” 


There seems to me to be no 
choice here. A home for a child 
means that there is somebody wait- 
ing for him when he arrives, some- 
body to give him meals, direct him 
in his course, control his ways. No 
child can grow up alone. There are 
some children who can be left to 
themselves and who try to do right, 
and who manage somehow to get 
along, but they are few. 


When the child who is left alone 
all day begins to go wrong it is 
time to place him where he can be 
attended to and helped to go right. 
The boarding school offers the best 
solution of his difficulty. 


“I wanted to keep him with me. 
I hated to part with him,” said one 
mother in this predicament. “But 
he is getting into trouble with the 
police. 

“That will never do. Besides 
forming bad habits he is making 
a bad record for himself. When 
he gets older these experiences are 
going to rise to plague him. Better 
send him off to the boarding 
school.” 

Isn’t it better to know where 
the child is than to worry about 
him all day and maybe all night? 
Isn't it better when you find that 
you cannot discipline a child so 
as to teach him to attend to his 
plain duty to send him where he 
will be disciplined and trained? 
Isn't it better to save suffering by 
preventing it whenever possible? 

When a child has a happy home

She has no money to pay the usual 
fees. Good boarding schools cost 
more than most working mothers 
can afford to pay. The church 
schools, State schools, schools run 
by the various lodges and benevo- 
lent societies may be found. If not, 
then a boarding home certainly can 
be found. 

If the. child is well intentioned 
and shows no great behavior diffi- 
culties there ig always some good 
woman who is glad to take him 
in and care for him at a reason- 
able cost. The teacher and prin- 
cipal of the neighborhood school to 
which these children go will take 
a personal interest in their welfare 
when asked to do so. That solu- 
tion is open to any working mother. 

The problem is reduced then to 
the mother’s sacrifice of the com- 
pany of ‘er child. That is a small 
one compared to what she would 
be forced to make if that child 
went wrong. Children neéd both 
parents. When one leaves the other 
to shoulder the burden of home 
and family, help from outside is 
imperative for the child’s sake.
